The great number and novel ap- 


pearances of the public houses (or 
barrooms) immediately attract the 
Tisitor, especially if he is dry. 


They .are located for the greater 


part on corners, nml ore quite uni- 
form in appearance, and quite differ- 
ent from other places of business. 
they stand forth boldly, known in 
day by their yellow pnnueled fronts, 
which extend" half way tip, and are 
completed with a single plate of 
French glass, and by their, inarble- 
ized pilasters; niid at night by the nu- 
merous gas -jets, which fairly flood 
the place with light. The panneling 
is either o! oiled onk or grained to 
imitate that color, and the whole 
front is made as extensive and at- 
tractive as possible. 
There is no shrinking behind "oy- 


sters in every style," billiard saloons, 
cigar stores, and green shades. They 
invariably have two, and in many 
eases three entrances, and are sub- 
divided accordingly. These compart- 
ments are indicated on the glass of 
the doors, viz: Public bat, private (or 
luncheon) bar, and jug (orwholesale) 
tar.The bar stands very near the en- 
trances, with a view, perhaps, to dis- 
courage lounging by visitors, and is 
mlmost uniformly tended by young 
women. 
This is a novel sight to an Ameri- 


can, and makes him curious as to the 
crowd whom these maids serve. 


Drinking in England is common to 


all classes. Ale and sherry is served 
•t the family dinner and supper; and 
jnst before retiring the family have 
their grog. The grog in question 
consists mainly of gin, cold or hot. 


The divine, the hard-headed mer- 


chant, the scheming lawyer, the in- 
dnstiioua former, nil close the. day 
with grog or wine. 


Many of them don't appear to care 
lor the'liquor, but drink it because it 
is the national custom, and no family 
is expected to be without a single 
liquor, while those whose means per- 
mit have numerous kinds. 


I iove frequently seen rum, gin, 


brandy and whisky, with two or three 
kinds of wine brought out of an ev- 
ening for a party of four. Accom- 
panying these are the genial sodii and 
the soothing seltzer. 


With such a state of society it fol- 


lows that the bar-rooms should be 
open and attractive. 


The yottng women who attend the 
bars are lady-like, and the people 
who drink there are, ns a general 
thing, well behaved. Sometimes the 
former hear something unpleasant, 
but they are given time after the day 
is over to retire and have a good cry. 


The liquors are not displayed in 


gaudy decanters, and the reason is 
obvious. They are sold by the mea- 
sure, and not by the glass. Of the 
alcoholiu liquors there are four-penny 
and six-penny worth. These are the 
usual drinks. The amount called for 
is drawn from the wood into a mea- 
suring pot of pewter, and then emp- 
tied into the glass. With this is 
served cold or hot water, and the 
Englishman, after filling up the glass 
with water, pours the fearfully dilut- 
ed spirit into his stomach. In the 
lower silicons, a "tuppenny-worth" 
of liquor cnn be bought. 
Whisky is n modern beverage wth 


them, for ten years ago it was but 
little called for. Now it is much 
sought after. The principal saloon 
drink is ale, and the next gin. ' 


Mixed or fancy drinks are un- 


known, only ns American history in- 
forms them. 
But an immense quantity of mnlt 


liquor is disposed of here. It is far 
superior to the American ales, in that 
it is devoid of the bilious-producing 
ingredients so common to those ales. 


Every family has its ale, so does 


every workman, and in many branch- 
es of business it is a part of the con- 
tract that the laborer shall nave his 
pint of ale daily. It is served in the 
hospitals, and to the charity children 
It is given to visitors and helps for- 
ward church convocations. To the 
English it is like water. 
ir«fer.» 


Why—but I will let it go. It is one 
of the best jokes I ever heard. 


When water becomes as common 


in England as is nle the finest drain- 
age ever invented will not save the 
country. 
They drink differently than we do. 


Koticenbly thoy dilute' their liquor 
until its identity is sunken from sight. 
And again it is common to many to 
purchase a pint of ale or n six-penny 
worth of gin, and divide it by alter- 
nate sips with their friends. This is 
qmto common among the laboring 
classes. I have seen a brawny work- 
ing man take his wife find her mother 
into the bar, and dip their respective 
noses into the same mug wath n free- 
dom that was refreshing to the Mends 
of democracy. Tke man generally 
helps himself first, which is hardly 
etiquette, but self-preservation is the 
first law of nature. There are three 
lands of ale—pale, bitter mid mild. 
The bitter is the favorite, and pint 
tankards of it are in popular demand. 


Until midnight these saloons are in 


full feather. They blaze with lighted 
gas, and the saloons on the Strand 
are of themselves snfficent to illumi- 
nate the entire thoroughfare. A ride 
down that street, or Fleet street, be- 
tween 11 and 12 o'clock at night, is a 
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constant recurring carnival. The il- 
luminated theaters discharging their 
audiences, the hosts of lighted carn- 
ages, cubs 
and 
omnitmsses, the 


throngs of gny men and still gnyer 
women, tho laight saloons, and the 
many street lamps go to make up a 
scene that fills the stranger with sur- 
prise and delight. Pouring in and 
out of saloons is a never ceasing 
throng of ladies and gentlemen. 


One minute after twelve and those 


dazzling palaces are dark and silent. 
Midnight is the hour by law establish- 
ed for closing the saloons, and these 
Englifth people have an unpleasant 
habit of enforcing their laws. 


This is one reason, perhaps, why 


Americans do not linger in England. 


The multiplicity of young women 


in the saloons and other places of 
business in England are really mar- 
velous. 
They are the bar-maids, 


hotel clerks, draper's assistants, re- 
freshment venders, theater nshers, 
etc., etc. 


And thus England has rid itself of 


tho great female suffrage horror by 
giving its women something to do. 


I know of no place unless it is San 


Francisco which laakes more of]a dis- 
play of its cigar and tobacco stores 
than London. We can understand it 
in the former place where everybody 
smokes and many chew, but here in 
London, where yon may pass a hun- 
dred men on the street with not one 
smoking, the shop display ia a phe- 
nomenon. The pipe is" the favorite, 
but that is generally aiuvked in- 
doors. I presume the reason Lon- 
doners do not smoke more frequently 
on the street is out of regard for the 
atmosphere which already contains 
about all the smoke it can stand. 


The price of cigars are lower here 


than in America, bnt the quality is 
inferior. A twelve cent cigar is very 
high priced, and the sii cent weeds 
are the highest in general use. In the 
small villages it is difficult to get a 
higher priced cigar than tow cents. 
Their people do not tise them, and 
the transient trade is not sufficient to 
pay the keeping. 


Chewing tobacco, excepting the 


plug, cannot be obtained in all Eng- 
land. One tobacconist in London 
tried to smuggle some of it here, but 
crar American chewing tobacco being 
an adulterated article, his whole 
stock was confiscated. 
He confi- 


dently told me there were other ways 
of amusing himself less costly and 
injurious than smngglii-g.fine cut to- 
bacco into England for the edifica- 
tion of traveling Americans. 


He hod a brand manufactured in 


Baltimore. It was pure fine-cut. It 
was like chewing fiddle-strings. 


There was a man named Phillips 


staying at my hotel. He came from 
Pennsylvania, and W»B an inveterate 
tobacco chewer. Before he left home 
an Englishman tpld him he could get 
tobacco and everything else in Lon- 
don. He didn't bring any tobacco 
with him because of this information 
from an English source. He told me 
that seasickness was a box at the 
opera in comparison to the agony he 
endured. Had it not been for the 
prospect of getting "solace" in Lon- 
don he would have jumped over- 
board and had the company sued by 
his wife's father. 


When he got here and found no to- 


bacco, his grief was terrible. It was 
like the Danbury boy's ball which 
fell in a ditch. It knew no bounds. 
He haunted the tobacco stores. He 
paraded the streets like n spectre out 
df health. He chewed bits of cigars, 
smoking tobacco, and all the ravel- 
ings out of every pocket in which he 
had earned tobacco. He would talk 
by the hour of the tobacco he hnd 
seen thrown away because of its be- 
ing damaged, and distinctly i-nmem- 
berecl having thrown im ay a paper of 
tobacco himself twenty-two years ago, 
last March. With equal clearness he 
remembered every occasion ho had 
emptied his pockets of tho tobacco 
dust accumulated therein, "ami," he 
shrieked in a burst of remorse, "flung 
it away ns if it had been so much 
worthless 
<.nnil." 
The point on 


which he dwelt with the most pain 
was the fact that for a period of six 
months he voluntarily went without 
tobacco, some twelve years ago. He 
invariably shivered and turned white 
when reverting to it. 


AVhen Schenck, the American min- 


ister, returned to London from his 
journey home for a bride, Phillips 
vent at once to his house in the al- 
most hopeless hope ei getting a chew 
— just one little chew, lie said to me. 


Hut Scheuck didn't use the weed, 


antl the poor devil canie bnck almost 
wild with disappointment. The next 
day he returned to America, solemnly 
promising that if Heaven spared hib 
life be would find that Englishman 
and kill him. 


And he will keep his word.

The Rhode Inland Order Organized 


alt Piedmont. 


Clam is' an abbreviation of the word 


clamp, and'opt of the old Ktyle of 
clam .bake*jp-ew the Society of E 
Clampses Vitus, the chief business of 
which was to haul green horns over 
the coals. 


Gardiner & Cupp, of the Piedmont 


Springs, instigated a. clam bake on the 
hill-tops last Saturday afternoon, »t 
which nearly two hundred people 
were present, including a represents 
tive of the TBIBDNK. It was not from 
any natural love of clams particularly; 
but a considerable curiosity that took 
us out there. There is just no living 
in a neighborhood with a .Rhode 
Islander, unless one has sometime or 
anotherpartakcn of the joys of a clam 
bake. Old man'Gardner first men- 
tioned that affair to us two months 
ago at least, and by the time of the 
event we were hungry for the 'fray; 
starvation seemed to be staring us in 
the face. He had insisted on us go- 
ing early—hence these tears, . 


TFe arrived on the grounds about 


half past twelve, and found about one 
hundred people present and more 
coming. Good music prevailed in 
the parlors of the hotel. The hill 
south of the spring had been named 
Mount" Hope for the occasion', and 
thereon was a fire burning and a table 
of a length to accommodate a couple 
hundred people. For two hours and 
a half the people indulged in prepara- 
tory exeercises''calculated to inspire 
the most lienlthy appetites—talking, 
walking, climbing over the .hills, 
drinking, (sulphur-water, of course,) 
and some dancing. 
,'. 


In the meantime, the fire that 


crackled and sent forth cinders and 
smoke, not unlike n juvenile volcano, 
was allowed to burn dowc, leaving » 
bed of hot rocks in a pit abottt two 
feet deep by six or eight in diameter. 
A layer of kelp, or sea weed, was 
spread over the rock, then some bush- 
els of Tomales clams, and a propor- 
tion of green corn, potatoes and fresh 
fish placed thereon. Then more sea 
weed, and over all a spread of heavy 
canvas. 
In this muffled furnace, 


the ferocious clam was doomed to 
sweat for a certain period—a length 
of time that seemed like a stretch of 
eternity. 


However, there is nothing like be- 


ing fully prepared. 
At half-past 


three the clams had expanded so 
much, that they wera about to raise 
the cover off, and there never was, 
such a rush since the turning of water 
into 
wine.

250 ladies

rural or rustic. Every body got all 
the clams dumped out to them they 
wanted, served with a mixluie of 
coin','fish, '.etc. The occasion (.was 
one. for much amusing comment on 
the part of those whose nativity did 
not entitle them to a blue badge, 
while the genuine Rhode Islander, of 
whom there were at least fifty pres- 
ent, was in his glory, comparatively 
speaking.
